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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Westmoreland. 


I herewith submit my fifth annual report as superintendent 
of schools. 


Your schools are now progressing satisfactorily. When 
school opened in the fall, we found that the two South 
Village rooms were considerably over-crowded and that the 
corner school had a very small enrollment. Something had to 
be done in order to relieve congestion of the Village school. 
After some investigation the school board decided to call in the 
state board of education for their advice. 


Mr. Paul Reason, director of school transportation and 
finance, and Mr. William P. Vial, director of elementary school 
services came over and spent a great deal of time in visiting 
the various schools and going over the possible transportation 
routes that might be used. Their first recommendation was that 
we should re-arrange the pupil load so that there would be 
five grades in the East School, four in the primary room in 
the South Village School, three in the grammar room at the 
South Village School, and five in the Corner School. 

_ This seemed like an ideal arrangement until it was actually 
worked out on the transportation routes. In order to move the 
ehildren around from school to school it would require some- 
thing over an hour in the morning and the same time at night, 
providing that one bus was used. The same feeder routes would 
be required as are now in use. The plan that was finally adopted 
was to take the fourth and fifth grades from the South Village 
School and move them down to othe Corner School. This gave 
a better distribution of pupils and at the same time we relieved 
the over-crowded situation in the South Village School. 

This has been considered a temporary measure at best, one 
that was designed to take care of this year’s needs only. An- 
other year the enrollment distribution will be somewhat dif- 
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ferent due to varying numbers of pupils in each grade. Realizing 
that some more concrete plans must be made for the future 
the school board has issued an open invitation for all interested 
citizens to meet with it for one session each month. Various 
topics have been discussed at these meetings and it is hoped 
that they will continue to be held as long as public interest con- 
tinues. 


In response to a desire expressed at one of these meetings 
the school board has inserted in its warrant an article whereby 
the district can vote to have a committee appointed to work 
with the school board in some long range planning. This does 
not necessarily mean that a new building is contemplated or 
that additions are recommended to the present buildings. It is 
an opportunity for group of citizens to work with the school 
board to discover the needs of the district and if necessary to 
make some definite recommendations at another meeting of the 
district. 


It is quite evident that something must be done before too 
long if we are to continue the use of our present buildings. The 
chemical toilets in the Corner School and East School have 
served for several years more than the average life of this type 
of facility. Repairs have been made on them in an effort to 
keep them in usable condition. It is doubtful if they will last 
many more months without replacement. The water situation 
in these two schools is not too good either. The State Board of 
Health is becoming more and more insistent that each school 
house have its own source of water supply or be part of a 
town water system. Thus far they have only made the recom- 
mendation, but before too long they are going to become more 
insistent and demand that such action be taken. 


Since last year we have been able to replace many of the 
older sets of text books that had been in use in our school for 
a number of years. At the present time practically all of the 
texts are of fairly recent copyright date and contain material 
that is pertinent to. present-day situations. Our present pro- 
gram enables us to make a few replacements each year and at 
the same time maintain a moderate supply of supplementary 
materials for general use.

The last session of legislature passed several bills that are 
reflected in an increase for the local support of schools. One of 
these was the high school tuition bill which makes it possible 
for high school maintaining districts to charge the full cost 
of high school education, rather than the cost of instruction 
upon which tuition rates have been based until recently. It is 
only fair that the towns sending pupils to another high school 
should assume their fair share of educational cost for those 
pupils. If the method had been correct when first started the 
inerease wouldn’t seem as great at the present time. The legis- 
lature also reduced the amount of state aid back to the figure of 
$400,000.00, which was prevalent previous to 1947. This meant 
that most districts received drastic cuts in the amount of state 
equalization money which they received last December. There 
is a great deal of agitation through-out the state to have this 
money restored, and many people are waiting with interest to 
see what the next session of the legislature will do concerning it. 


The changes in your budget as recommended by the school 
board for next year are the items of transportation and high 
school tuition. It has been found necessary to transport a num- 
ber of children from the lower end of route 63, which meant 
the addition of another vehicle. The tuition rate for pupils in 
Keene High School has been established at $200.00 for next 
year. The tuition rate at Walpole High School will be $150.00. 


We want to thank all those who have been generous with 
time, money and gifts to the different schools and to thank 
the different P. T. A.’s and community groups for the assistance 
they have given.
